Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: We agreed that amending claims 35 and 96 to move the limitation 
regarding a candidate compound not previously known to possess the ability to reduce cell proliferation into an actual 
claim step would overcome the 112, second para., rejection. We also agreed that Gucev et al. lacks supporting 
disclosure of contacting a microorganism with a proliferation-inhibiting amount of inhibitory nucleic acid as in claim 68, 
step (d) and in other claims and thus fails to support the prior art rejection. We agreed that the NEW MATTER 
rejection would be overcome by removing "extract" from claims 1 14-1 18 as there is support as filed for at least a 
natural product limitation. We discussed ways to amend web browser wording in the specification to overcome the 
rejection based on the presence of such browser active wording. A response as summarized above appears to 
overcome the rejections and objections of record, if submitted, pending review of such a submission.. 
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
